His  international  career  started 
when  he  took  first  violin  prize  in 
the  1958  Tchaikowsky  Interna- 
tional Contest  in  Moscow,  the 
same  contest  that  made  Van  Cli- 
burn’s  name  a houshold  word  for 
piano  virtuosity. 

His  previous  career  is  liberally 
sprinkled  with  other  prizes.

of  a well-known  conductor,  he  was 
born  in  Kiev  in  1931  where  he 
started  his  musical  education  at 
the  age  of  five  and  frequently  at- 
tended rehearsals  of  the  local 
Philharmonic  with  his  father. 

After  studies  in  the  Pyotr  Stol- 
yarsky  Musical  High  School,  the 
Kiev  Conservatory  and  the  Mos- 
cow Conservatory,  he  graduated 
in  1956,  winning  first  prize  at  the 
Prague  Music  Festival  and  first 
prize  at  the  International  Violin 
Contest  which  was  also  in  Prague. 

Klimov  made  his  first  and  only 
previous  appearance  in  the  U.S. 
in  1960  with  the  Moscow  State 
Symphony’s  debut  tour.  At  this 
time  critics  praised  him  for  his 
mastery  of  the  instrument  and  his 


command  of  the  Tchaikowsky 
style. 

The  internationally  famous  Sov- 
iet violinist  will  open  the  program 
Thursday  night  with  Handel’s 
Sonata  in  E Major,  No.  6”  and 
“Sonata  in  A major,  Opus  47”  by 
Beethoven.  Acompanying  Klimov 
will  be  Leonid  Block  at  the  piano. 

After  intermission,  he  will  con- 
tinue with  the  lesser-known  comp- 
ositions of  Babajania  (“Sonata  in 
B minor”),  Ysaye  (“Sonata  No. 
6 in  E major”)  and  Szymanowski 
(“Two  myths,  Opus  30”  entitled 
“La  fontaine  d’Arethuse”  and 
“Narcisse”).  The  concert  closes 
with  Stravi  n s k y’s  “Russian 
Dance.”

BYU  Security  is  not  the  local 
gestapo,  said  Captain  Swen  C. 
Nielsen  in  Tuesday’s  free  forum. 

Conducted  by  Brian  Walton  of 
the  ASBYU  Academics  Office,  the 
discussion  featured  a short  talk 
by  the  BYU  Security  chief  fol- 
lowed by  a lively  question  and 
answer  period. 

BYU  Security  was  established 
in  1953,  Capt.  Nielsen  explained. 
Ten  part-time  and  nine  full-time 
officers  now  work  on  the  force. 
All  are  sworn-in  officers  of  the 
Provo  City  Police  and  Utah  Coun- 
ty Sheriff’s  Office. 

“We  are  not  here  to  carry  out 
a vendetta  against  students  or 
mankind,”  Capt.  Nielsen  said. 
“We  are  established  for  the  pur- 


pose of  enforcing  all  laws  and 
ordinances  as  well  as  University 
regulations.” 

Replying  to  a question  by  a 
BYU  Traffic  Court  judge,  the 
Security  chief  explained:  “Secur- 
ity officers  are  instructed  not  to 
write  citations  when  parking  stall 
markings  are  covered  with  ice 
and  snow.” 

Asked  if  BYU  Security  had  “in- 
troduced marijuana  to  students 
to  implicate  them”  in  the  Jan.  25 
raid,  Capt.  Nielsen  replied:  “I 
have  been  admonished  by  the 
Court  to  discuss  the  case  only 
with  the  prosecution.  We’ll  let  the 
Court  decide  on  our  ethics.  If  the 
Court  decides  we  erred,  we’ll 
change  our  procedure.  If  the 
Court  decides  we  didn’t,  we 
won’t.”

Seven  students  who  were  charged 
last  month  with  illegal  possession 
of  marijuana  were  bound  over  to 
Utah’s  Fourth  District  Court  in  a 
preliminary  hearing  held  Tuesday. 

They  will  be  tried  Mar.  1 on 
charges  of  having  committed  a fel- 
ony. 

The  students,  five  from  BYU  and 
two  from  Provo  High  School,  were 
apprehended  by  BYU  Security  of- 
ficers following  a raid  on  their 
northwest  Provo  apartment  Jan.  25. 

NOT  ENOUGH  EVIDENCE 

Suspension  of  charges  was  urged 
by  attorneys  Leon  M.  Frazier  and 
Dallas  H.  Young  with  the  conten- 
tion that  the  prosecuting  attorney 
for  the  State  of  Utah  had  not  pro- 


duced sufficient  evidence  that  the 
raid  was  conducted  in  an  emergen- 
cy situation. 

In  accordance  with  a 1967  Su- 
preme Court  decision,  this  is  the 
only  basis  for  justifying  search  and 
: seizure  without  a warrant.

Knudsen  judicated  that  the  officers
